INTHE WAKE 
OF A CYCLONE 


Largest Tin Plate Plant in the 
World Is Wrecked by 
a Storm, 


TWO THOUSAND LABORERS 
ESCAPE WITHOUT INJURY 


This, Too, in Face of the Fact That 
the Mill Was Filled with Scald- 
ing Steam—Cyclone Came 
Without Warning. 


Newcastle, Pa.. May 6.—The Shenango 
plate works in this city, the largest tin 
Plate plant in the world. was almost 
wrecked by-a cyclone today. Every stack 
was torn from its foundations and hurled 
through the roof of the buildings, steam 
‘pipes were broken and torn away, the 
roof torn off and damage done will reach 
$100,000. A panic Occurred among the 
2,000 employees at the plant, but, strange 
to say, not a single employee was in- 
jured. 

The wind, which was of a cyclonic nat 
ture, came from the southwest. It was 
preceded by a period of extreme sultri- 
ness, which greatly affected the men at 
work tn the mill. Shortly afterwards the 
cyclone came with a frightful rush and 
roar. The tin mil] seemed to be the ob- 
ject of its special fury, as comparatively 
little damage was done elsewhere in the 
city. 

For a minute or two it became almost 
totally dark as the wind whirled along. 
Then through the darkness came the 
crash of the roofing, tearing away, the 
breaking of guy wires and then the fall- 
ing of the stacks. The stacks crashed 
through the roof into the tin mill and in 
their fall broke the steam pipes which 
run to every part of the mill. 

In an instant the mill was filled with 
scalding steam, which hid every avenue 
of exit and left the workmen, already in 
a panic, to struggle about in the steam 
and darkness. The entire day turn in the 
big mills were at work, but every man 
escaped without injury further than an 
unimportaht bruise or two recetved.in 
running. The entire plant is shut down 
and wil) remain so for a month while 
repairs are uné@.. way. 


WHITE HOUSE STAR CHAMBER. 


There the Case of Major Rathbone Is

Washington, Miay 6.—The case of Major 
Estes. G. Rathbone, who was convicted 
in the Cuban courts of maladministra- 
tion of office, was the subject of an ex- 
tended conference at the white house to- 
might.

The secretary and 
the attorney general remained with the 
president for some time after Senator 
Hanna and the two attorneys who ac- 
companied him had departed.

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ACTION FAVORS THE MINERS. 


Officers of Leading Anthracite Coal 
Roads Had Conference. 

New York, May 6.—Presidents of the 
leading anthracite coal roads, as well as 
some of the more importary independent 
producers, held a conference of several 
hours’ duration in this city today. Ac- 
cording to report, the conference was at- 
tehded by the executive heads of the 
Lackawanna, Delaware and Hudson, 
Reading and Ontario and Western roads. 
The Erie is said to have been represented 
by Chairman Thomas. 

No information concerning the meet- 
Ing was obtainable from officia| sources. 
A representative of one of the roads 
named is authority for the statement that 
the strike situation was thoroughly dis- 
cussed and that action favorable to the 
miners was taken. 

The strength of the coal stocks in the 
afternoon, together with the emphatic 
statement of a member of the firm of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. that there would be no 
strike was accepted,as proof that pacific 
action will be taken at the miners’ con- 
vention in Scranton tomorrow.

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YOUNG NUTTALL 
EVADES POLICE 


Warrant Is Sworn Out for 
Thirteen-Year-Old 
Youth °< 


FATHER OF DEAD BOY 
APPEARS AS PROSECUTOR 


At a Late Hour Last Night No Trace 
of Victor Nuttall Had Been 
Found—Detectives Take a 
Hand in Remarkable 
Case. 
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As a result of the death of 6-year-old 
Colin McDougall from sewer gas poison- 
ing a Warrant was sworn out yesterday 
afternoon for Victor Nuttall, a 13-year- 
old youth, charging him with the mur- 
der of ‘the child. 

Robert H. McDougall, father of little 
Colin, swore out the warrant. 

Up to a late hour last night the boy 
had not been arrested and it is believed 
that he has skipped. Officers are search- 
ing for him and it may be that his ar- 
rest will follow within the next day or 
two. 

It is understood he left his home just 
prior to the.arrtval of an officer. 

The Nuttall boy is charged with a 
brutal deed. He is said to have forced 
the McDougall child to go into the big 
Connally street sewer and then held him 
under the filthy slime until he had swal- 
lowed sufficient of the deadly poison to 
eause his death. It was at first reported 
that five-boys -of the neighborhood were 
impMcated, but it has developed that only 
two other boys were with Nuttall at the 
time of the inhuman act; also, it is 
claimed that he was the leader and 1s 
alone held responsible. It is stated that 
the other boys had nothing to do with 
putting the little fellow in the sewer. 

The Nuttall youth resides on Garden 
street, near the corner of Love. His 
father is a plumber. 

A Full Investigation. 


The warrant was sworn out only after 
a thorough investigation and after Mr. 
McDougall had deliberated over the best 
course to pursue. He decided that his 
duty te his child and to justice démand- 
ed that he allow the. law to take a hand 

d he accordingly placed the case in 
the .courts. 

Mr. McDougall visited the office of Jus- 
tice of the Peate Bloodworth yesterday 
afternoon about 2 o'clock and made af- 
fidavit to the facts in the case, on which 
rg caaetaamte charging murder, was is- 
sued. 

The warrant was placed in the hands 
of Bailiff Parker, of Judge Bloodworth's 
court, for service. The officer visited the 
Nuttall home, but the boy was not to be 
found there. His parents informed the 
officer that the boy had been playing 
about the mard just .a few minutes before 
his arrival. He had suddenly disappear- 
ed, however, and all further efforts ‘to 
locate him have, so far, proved futile. 

The search *"Yl be begun anew this 
mornirg. It i elieved that he simply 
hid out somew.ere near his home to 
avoid being taken into custody, 


Detectives at Work. 


Acting Police Chief Jennings has in- 
structed Sergeant Bedford to detail de- 
tectives on the case and to investigate 
it thoroughly. 

Should Victor Nuttall be apprehended 
he will be given a‘preliminary hearing 
at once before Judge Bloodworth. If the 
evidence is sufficient to make out a case 
of murder the boy will be bound over to 
the criminal superior court to face a jury 
on the terrible charge. 

Mr. McDougall has conducted a per 
sonal investigation since the death of his 
child Sunday. Three hours before his 
death the Httle fellow made a dying 
declaration, telling in detail te whole or 
the horrible story and also giving the 
name of the guilty party. He stated that 
he had not made known the affair before 
because -his life bad been threatened if 
he informed. This statement furnisned 
the basis for the investigation and the 
father states that he has secured suffi- 
client corroborative evidence.

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GRAVE ANXIETY IS FELT 


FOR QEEEN WILHELMINA 


The Hague, May 7.—Advices received 
here from Castle Loo, dated 1 o'clock 
this morning, stated that Queen _ Wilhel- 
mina’s condition again excites grave 
anxiety. Another consultation of the 
queen’s doctors was held at 11 o'clock 
last night. The result of this consulta- 
tion. is not known. 

Extreme secrecy is maintained as to 
the contents of the telegrams dispatched 
from Loo palace. This and other meas- 
ures are believed to indicate that the con- 
dition of her majesty is much graver than 
appears from the official bulletins. It is 
said that the queen is so weak that she 
has been unable to take any nourishment 
since last Saturday. 

Dr. Roessingh never leaves her majes- 
ty’s bedside except for a brief and much 
needed rest, when he is always replaced 


Professor Rosenstein was summoned to 


| the palace. He was consulted before the 
| operation last Sunday. 


A special government telegraph wire 
has been established between Loo palace 
and .The Hague, and Dr. Kuyper, the 
Dutch premier, is informed every haif 
hour of the progress of the royal patient. 

The queen's mother and the prince con- 
sort remained continually at her majesty’s 
bedside. Dr. Roessingh carefully dic- 
tates whatever news concerning Queen 
Wilhelmina’s condition which is issued 
from the palace, and he declines to say 
anything further concerning his patient. 
It is understood that, although the offi- 
cial bulletins represent the queen's tem- 
perature as normal, it invariably rises 
toward midnight, and that never for a 
moment since last Saturday has there 
been any cessation of anxiety.

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OR THE BALLOT 


Mabama Tanstitution Attacked 


Before Stale Supreme 
Court 


=e 


Petitioners Represented by Negro 
Lawyer of New York—Some of 


Questions Asked the Ne. 
groes by the Registrars 
Are Quoted. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 6.—(Special.) 
Wilford H. Smith, of New York, the first 
and only negro who ever appeared be- 
fore the supreme court of Alabama, 
today filed in that court a petition for 
a mandamus compelling the Montgomery 
county board of registrars tp register 
a negro nan.ed Jackson W. Giles and all 
other negroes who are qualified. Giles 
makes the formal affidavit that he is 
qualified and was turned away by the 
registrars because he is a negro. 

The petition is an attack on the con- 
stitutionality of both the grand-fatner 
and the understanding clauses, being 
mainly directed against the power of 
the registrars under the latter clause. 
It is declared that there are 75,000 negroes 
in the state qualified to register, prac- 
tically all of whom are rejected. The 
permanent plan, which has neither of 
the above clauses, is argued «to be un- 
constitutional because by the life lst of 
voters the temporary is projected for- 
ward into the permanent scheme. 

The petition not only asks a mandamus 
against the registrars but that the whole 
suffrage article shall be declared null 
and void. It,is supported by affidavits 
from a number of negroes in several 
counties, all of whom tell the same 
story. 

Questions Put to Negroes. 

One Montgomery negro gives the 
questions put to him by the registrars 
to test his understanding of the duties 
of citizenship under a republican form 
of government. Among them was the 
following: ! 

‘What are the differences between the 
Jeffersonian democracy and the Calhoun 
principles as compared with Monroe doc- 
trine?’’ 

Another was: 

“Tf the Nicaragua canal is cut, what 
will be the effect if the Pacific ocean 
is two feet higher than the Atlantic?” 
The negro swears that he answered 
these questions correctly. but was still 
turned down. Four of the negroes who 
make affidavit that they were rejected 
on account of their color are illiterate 
und signed the oath with the cross 
mark. 

Lawyers here say that the state su- 
preme court hag no original jurisdic- 
tion in such a matter and that it will 
refuse to entertain the application on 
that ground. That is what the peti- 
ttoner expects and the plan is by the 
promp*, rejection of ‘the case by this 
court to get it before the supreme court 
‘of the United States in short order. 
The excuse made in the petition for 
coming direct to the supreme _ court 
without a trial in the lower courts, as 
provided in the constitution itself, is 
that the juries are all white and are 
qufte as prejudiced and clothed with as 


| 
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much power as the registrars. 
Democrats Are Quoted. 

In the shape of exhibits a number of 
speeches are taken from the official re- 
port of the convention and attached as 
showing that the openly avowed purpose 
of those who made the censtitution was 
to disfranchise the negro. President 
Knox is quoted in this way and also 
Judge Coleman, chairman of the _ suf- 
frage committee. Both Heflin brothers 
are quoted in full on this theme. Judge 
Jones. now judge of the United States 
district court, is also quoted on the 
same line. The court meets Friday next 
and Smith will ask to be heard orally 
in supportof his petition. He is being 
paid by some society in the east, while 
the negroes here are raising what money 
they can to help along. 


OPPOSE CUBAN RECIPROCITY. 


Resolutions Are Adopted by the Cigar 
Men in Convention. 

Cincinnati, May 6.—The fourth annual 
convention of the National Cigar Leaf 
Tobacco Assoctstion spent the second day 
of tts session discussing Cuban reciproc- 
ity. After indorsing the recommenda- 
tions in the annual address of President 
John R. Young, of Philadelphia, delivered 
yesterday, the convention today defeated 
the resolutions that had been drawn up 
by the New York delegates in accordance 
with President Young’s recommendations. 
The following preamble was unanimously 


adopted: 

‘“‘Whereas, we are absolutely opposed to 
the so-called Cuban reciprocity bill, as 
passed by the house, and desire to specify 
certain essentials which a bill, passed for 
the purpose of affording relief to Cuba, 
must contain, to secure our support.’’ 

The first resolution that followed was 
for a uniform specific duty on all tobac- 
cos, and when it was defeated the New 
York delegates* withdrew the other reso- 
lutions, and a recess was taken to 2 p. m. 
A majority of the delegates seem to favor 
opposition now to the reciprocity bf. 
without reference to specifications in the 
tariff. 

At the afternoon session many resolu- 
tions were voted down. One resolution 
for a specific duty of 3 cents per pound 
on Havdna tobacco was adopted and af- 
terwards amended so as to make it M 
cents. Then the association went into 
executive session, reconsidered both the 
amendment and the resolution, defeated 
them and finally adopted the following: 

“Resolved, That we for a specific 
uniform rate of duty on all leaf tobacco 
imported from Cuba. 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that when, in the judgment of 
its legislative committee, it is possible to 


/ secure a uniform rate of duty on Havana 


tobacco alone, they be empowered to 
adopt the necessary measures to assist 
in securing such results.”’

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HAND OF DEATH 
ON BRET HARTE

Famous American Author Is 
Suddenly Stricken at 
His Home in London. 


HIS END WAS PEACFFUL, 
ALTHOUGH UNEXPECTED 


Once Before Mr. Harte Was Reported 
Dead, and Referred to the Re- 
pert in a Joking Way. 
Hemorrhage Caused 
His Death. 
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London, May 6—F. .Bret Harte, the 
American author, die@ here last night. 
He was born at Albany, N. Y., on Au- 
gust 25, 1839. 

My Harte died suddenly at the Red 
house, Chamberly, near Aldershot, from 
hemorrhage, caused by an affection of 
the throat. 7 

Mr. Harte had been suffering from 
swelled tonsils since December last, but 
he did not consider the attack to be 
serious. week ago he went to visit 
friends at @hamberly and was present 
at luneh as usual yesterday. He sud- 
denly became ill in the afternoon, went 
to bed and died In a few hours. His 
end was peaceful, 

Mr. Harte had been living quietly in 
England for years. Most of his time 


London he was almost equally secluded, 
having few visitors to his rooms at 
Lancaster Gate and only going to the 
houses of a limited afimber of very in- 
timate friends. Several months .- ago, 
when a false report of his death was 
circulated in America, a ‘representative 
of the Associated Press ealled at his 
rooms. Mr. Harte then appeared to be 
perfectly well. He laughed heartily and 
quoted Mark Twain's old saying about 
the report being greatly exaggerated. 

“Except for a little cold,” said Mr. 
Harte, “I have no ailments or com- 
plaints. While I am getting to be a 
pretty old man’’—pointing to his snow 
white hair—‘‘there is life in the old dog 
vet,”” and thereupon he lit a cigar so 
large that it would have done credit 
to' any of his Poken flat friends. He 
was hoping,’ he also said, to do more 
work, bue he confessed he was growing 
lazy.

Deep sorrow at his loss and admiration 
for his work are expressed in the 
lengthy obituary notices, the sketches of 
his life and the editorial articles upon his 
death which are published in the London 
papers this morning.

INSURE RISKS 
Will Save $800,000 a Year 


in Premiums to the 
South, 


Headquarters of the New Insurance 
Company Will Be Located in the 
City of Atlanta — Officers 
Were Elected.

Lithia Springs, Ga., May 6.—(Spectal 
Correspondence.)—At a meeting of the 
(seorgia Industrial Association, composed 
of prominent cotton mil] men throughout 
the south, held at Lithia Springs today, 
it was unanimously decided to organize 
a.mutual cotton mill manufacturers’ in- 
surance company for the purpose of car- 
rying mill insurance in the states of 
Georgia, North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Alabama. 

This action is a most important one 
and means, roughly speaking, that $800,000 
which annually go to the eastern insur- 
ance companies in premiums will be re- 
taine@® tn the south. It also means that 
each cotton manufacturer will get a 
much lower rate of insurance than the 
Senior Mutual and Junior Mutual Insur- 
ance companiés now give them. 

‘The headquarters of the new {nsurance 
concern will be located in Atlanta and 


it will be placed in charge of an expert 
insurance man. 

This matter, which had been fully dis- 
cussed at a meeting of well-known cot- 
ton mill men held at the Aragon hotel in 
Atlanta Monday night, was decided 9n 
by a rising vote at the session of the 
association held here tonight. A com- 
mittee, composed of J. Gunby Jordan, 
of Columbus; J. P. Verdery, of Augusta;

The Morning Session. 


The morning session was brief. The 
meeting was caled to order promptly at 
ll o'clock by President C. B. Walker. Af- 
ter the roll all President Walker read 
his annual report, in which he outlined 
the conditions which had exigted among 
the mill men during the past year and 
the one previous. Contrasting these twu 
years, he said that the present year had 
been one of remarkable prosperity: that 
4a majority of the mills had made money 
and ‘that there was the prospect of few 
failures. The old mills had all profited 
by the experiences of the past and only 
a few of the new mills were in danger. 
This danger of failure was due, he 
thovwght, to overbullding. 

He spoke at length of the ‘rules which 
the association had adopted at its last 
meeting ‘at Warm Springs antd said that 
if agitation among the sentimentalists 
was to be kept down that these rules 
must be strictly lived up to. 

Touching on the child labor question, 
he said that the theory formerly preva- 
lent in Augusta that young children were 
being employed in the mills had been pos- 
itively refuted. 

The importance of education among 
the children of the mill operatives was 
stressed, and President Walker state! 
that it was onty through such education 
that the standard of labor in the south 
could be raised. He urged on the mem- 
bers the importiance of seeing the va- 
rious legislative candidates and firding 
out exactly what their vies on mill leg- 
islation were. 

Favor Mill Insurance. 

GMinby Jordan epoke at length on the 
subject of mill insurance. He said that 
the mill men of the state, after a careful 
investigation, had found that they were 
not receiving what they considered the 
proper proportion of dividends anr that 
by forming a mutual company of their 
own insurance could be procured much 
wheaper. 

A resolution, drafted. by D. A. Tomp- 
kins, to the effect that a committee from 
Georgia and Sovth Carolina each pro- 
cure a charter and at once organize a 
mutual insurance company for Georgia, 
South Carolina and North Carolina was’ 
unanimously adopted. 

After some tiscussion it was decided 
that in future the president, secretary 
and treasurer of the association should 
be paid a regyjar monthly salary, thé 
amount of these salaries to be fixed by 
the executive committee. 

The meeting then edtourned until night. 

Night Session. 


The night session was devoted to a dis- 
evecion of the insurahce feature and the 
election of officers. 

J. J. Spalding. of Atlanta, aridressed 
the convention and urged the neceesity 
of the mutual insurance company and the 
payment of salaries to the officers of the 


i association.

William T. Sampson, retired, died at his 
home in this city at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon.

He had 
been in a semi-conscious state for sev- 
eral days and this afternoon suffered a 
severe cerebral hemorrhage. 

At the bedside when the admiral breath- 
ed his last were Mrs. Sampson, Mrs. 
Lieutenant Cluverius, the admiral’s mar- 
ried daughter; Admiral Sampson’s~ two 
young sons, Ralph and Harold Sampson; 
Dr. Dixon, the attending physician, and 
nurses and attendants. 

Mrs. Sampson has broken down under 
the severe strain and was quite ill all 
during the day. But for the critical con- 
dition of the admiral she would have 
been confined to her bed. 

The arrangements for the funeral of 
Admiral Sampson will not be.completed 
until tomorrow. It has been suggested to 
Mrs. Sampson that the navah cemetery 
at -Annapolis would be a prope place 
for the last resting place of the remains, 
while other friends have represented to 
her that he should be buried in Arling- 
ton cemetery, near this city, Admiral 
Sampsen resided in Annapolig§ eight 
years during four years of which he was 
superintendent of the academy ‘there.

water cure. He resented Mr. Beveridge’s 
Imputations that the minority was ar- 
raigning the American’ soldiers.

SICKENING -CHARGES  - 
AGAINST THE TROOPS 


Are Included in 


Gardener’s Accusations Furnished to the Philippine 
Committee by Lodge--Rape, Arson and Torture 


List of Charges. 


Philippine committee met today 
Senator Lodge presented a cable- 
| Sram from General Chaffee giving the 
charges and specifications of Major Gar- 
dentr relative to Tayabas province. 
These consisted of allegations that troops 
had burned buildings, ill-treatment.of na- 
tives by Lieutenant George DeG. Catlin 
and rape of five womerf by soldiers. 
Senator Lodge stated to the ¢ommittee 
that Catlin had been under treatment 
for deranged mind. 

The witness before the committee to- 
day was R. V. Hughes, of Philadelphia, 
formerly private in company I, Eighth 
infantry. He testified to seeing the wa- 
ter cure administered once to a native 
when the troops were searching for in- 
formation. He also saw one native 
knocked down twice by ord@ of Lieuten- 
ant Merchant, and another beaten on the 
chest with a stick to make him give in- 
formatién. He said the insurgents en- 
gaged in similar work; and gave an in- 
Stance of an American soldier being cut 
to pieces with bolos. He testified that 
the naf§ve prisoners were well treated, 
the sick ‘éared for and the food fufnishgi 
very nearly the same as that furnished 
the American troops. 

Answering a question by Senator Cul- 
berson, the witness admtted that only 
in one instance had he witnessed the 
water cure, and said that he had not 
‘Been a .Filipino subjected to harsh treat- 
Ment; aside from the water cure. He 
qualified this statement by saying that 
Filipino prisoners were, on one occasion, 
utilized to cagry officers’ wives in bam- 
boo chairs 7 miles from Santa Cruz to 
Magdelena, 

He told of the burning of native houses, 
in one of which was a crippled- native 
woman. The order to burn was issued 
by Lieutenant Merchant. He said that 
the inurgents engaged in similar work. 

The witness said that Filipino prisoners 
were well treated by the American sol- 
diers, and with the exception of roast 
beef, occasionally issued to the soldiers, 
they had practically the same food. The 
sick among the Filipino prisoners were 
also well cared for. 

Chaffee on Gardener’s Charges. 

The cablegram from General Chaffee, 
submitted to the committee by Senator 
Lodge, was received at the war depart- 
ment May 4, and is as follows:

IS RECOVERING 


Demoralization Caused by Col- 
lapse of Webb Sto¢ks Passing, 


Stock Market Makes All-Around Re- 
coveries with Active Trading. 
Dr. Webb Is at Work Try- 
ing To Straighten Out 
the Tangle. 


New York, May 6.—Wall street recover- 
ed very generally today from its demor- 
alization of the previous day. The stock 
market made all around recoveries, with 
active trading at the close. , Call money, 
which rose 20 per cent on Monday, did 
not advance beyond 12 per cent and closed 
at 6 per cent. 

There were no important developments 
in the affairs of the three stock exchange 
houses whose suspension followed the 
collapse in the securities controlled by 
Dr. Seward Webb and Arthur L. Meyer. 
The assignees were at work on the books 
of Henry Brothers & Co. and Lockwood, 
Hurd & Co. Both said they were unable 
to give even an approximate estimate of 
liabilities and assets. It was intimated 
thay assistance would come to both of 
these concerns, but just how or when 
Was not made ‘clear. E. T. Perine, as- 
signee of Lockwood, Hurd & Co., was 
quoted as saying that the firm’s obliga- 
tiong were not in excess of $500,000. 


Thinks Look Brighter. 


Speaking for the firm, one of its confi- 
dential employees said this afternoon: 

‘Things look much brighter for.us now 
than they did twenty-four hours ago. In 
fact, the situation is very encouraging, 
and we hope to pay 100 cents on the doi- 
lar and resume.” 

Lockwood, Hurd & Co. held at the time 
of their suspension about $400,000 of Webb- 
Meyer stock. Whether or not these will 
be taken over by thelr promoters could 
not be learned. 

J. A. Bush, assignee for Henry Brothers 
& Co., expects to file a schedule of 
liabilities and assets shortly. This firm’s 
resumption of business is largely con- 
tingent upon any assistance they may 
receive from Dr. Webb and Mr. Meyer. 
Henry Brothers & Co. hold about the 
same amount of Webb-Meyer securities 
as are held by Lockwood, Hurd & Co. 

The offices of Offenbach & Moore, the 
direct stock exchange representatives of 
Arthur L. Meyer and his associates were 
open for a brief time during the day. 
Robert Offenbach, the board member, 
was not in evidence, but Benjamin P. 
Moore, his partner, was around: for a 
little while. So also was Mr. Meyer, 
whose offices are next to those of Offen- 
bach & Moore.

Hostelry at Baybore and Contents Are 
Entirely Consumed, 


IBURGLARY DONE ON SUNDAY 


Negro Employed as Cook Is Suspected 
of Arson—When Put Under Ar- 
rest Considerable Money 
Was Found on His 
Person. 


Tifton, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—Mondaj 
morning at 2 o’clock the Hurst hotel, af 
Bayboro, was destroyed by fire and ali 
the furniture, clothing and valuables, con- 
sisting of money, jewelry, etc., belonging 
to the occupants, were consumed by the 
flames. There is no doubt but that the 
fire was of incendiary origin. 

Sunday, during the early part of the 
morning, W. H. Fbhowers, a machinist 
and aA boarder at the hotel. was robbed 
of something like $0, amd in the fire 
Monday morning he was also the loser 
of cash, together with his furniture and 
clothing. 

Among those who were losers in the 
fire were several of the office men of 
tthe Tifton and Moultrie railroad, which 
is located at Bayboro. Nothing was saved 
in the fire except a piano, belonging t¢@ 
Mr. Hurst, the proprietor of the hotel. 
He was badly burned in trying to save 
some of his property. 

Suepicion of arson reste upon a negro 
employed as cook at the hotel, named 
George Ellison. It is thought that the 
hotel was burglarized again Sunday night, 
as severa! of the boarders had their 
month's salary in their pockets, and then 
the building set fire. Ellison left Bay- 
boro late yesterday afternoon and was 
arrested here this morning, going through 
Tifton en route to Comele, and locked up 
on suspicion to await further investiga- 
tion. He had on his person when cap- 
tured $36 in cash, and it is strongly be- 
lieved that he is the guilty party, or one 
of the parties. 

The burning of the hotel leaves the 
people around Bayboro in a bad plight, 
as there is no other place to accommo- 
date the regular boarders, this being the 
only public boarding house in Baybora 
There are a number of employees of the 
office and shops of the Tifton and Moul- 
trie railroad without accommodations fot 
the present.

Angeles has been brought face to face 
with it in the shape of a question of 
admitting clubs of colored women into 
the federation. 

The matter has been stewing for 
several seasons and grave fears have 
been expressed that when the issue 
came to decision it would result in 
wrecking the federation. It went 
without saying that the women’s clubs 
of the south would unanimously oppose 
the entrance of the colored clubs. 
And it was doubtful whether enough 
allies would come to them from other 
sections to defeat the bi-color scheme. 

Lately a form of compromise was 
agreed upon by Massachusetts and 
Georgia delegates, the effect of which 
was to relegate the question of admit- 
ting colored clubs to affiliation with 
the white clubs to the state federa- 
tions. Speaking of this matter The 
Philadelphia Press’ editorially re- 
marked: 

The simplest and most reasonable solu- 
tion of the difficulty would seem to be a 
reference of the whole question back to 
the state federations, allowing each one 
of them to decide it according to local 
Opinion. This is a recognition of state's 


rights, a doctrine which has always been 
popular in the south. 


The Constitution’s special report 
from Los Angeles yesterday reports 
that the compromise was carried by 
the majority of the convention. If no| 
additional legislation is had that will 
practically nullify this action, the color 
question will hereafter be wholly a 
local issue in the women’s clubs. Each 
state will take the action that pleases 
it best without imposing its views and 
decisions upon the clubs of any other 
state. 

The Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, it will be _ recalled, took 
similar action in the mooted matter of 
making woman’s suffrage an essential 
plank of their national programme. 
The solvent of state’s rights has work- 
ed well in composing disputes over the 
color line in labor and other national 
organizations in recent years. 

If this doctrine works so well in so- 
tlal-and labor affairs, why will it not 
work equally well for peace and good 
will in politics? Why may not the 
questions of suffrage as well as social 
equality be left to the states exclusive- 
ly? That is where the suffrage ques- 
tion, under our system of government, 
properly belongs, and if our friends of 
the Crumpacker complexion will only 
let state’s rights solve that question 
the results will be best for all parties 
and for the nation at large. 


Tackling the Trust in Georgia. 

The esteemed Augusta Chronicle is 
probably correct in saying, in connec- 
tion with our suggestion fhat Attorney 
General Wright might make matters 
interesting for the beef trust by re 
straining its agents in Georgia, that 
it is not the duty of the attorney gen- 
eral to secure the detailed evidence on 
which to initiate injunction proceed- 
ings. ‘ihe Chronicle thinks the cham- 
ber of commerce, board of trade or 
other representative commercial body 
of the city, whether Atlanta, Augusta 
or Savannah matters not, should sup- 
ply the necessary data upon which to 
found anti-trust proceedings. 

The Constitution made its sugges- 
tion because it felt taat the hour is 
opportune to attack the unholy food 
monopoligts all along the line. We 
had befor: us the decision of our su- 
preme court that although the Calvin 
anti-trust law of the state is uncon- 
stitutional, yct there remains vital in 
the common law principles which can 
‘be applied to such combinations and 
remedies that will restrain their arro- 
gance and greed. It is scarcely a. 


agreed upon as necessary to Cuba and 
satisfactory to the administration and 
will be pressed for ratification.

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The Exit of an Ingrate. 

It was an unlucky day for North 
Carolfha when, in 1873, a streak of 
cholera ran through east Tennessee 
and chased Jeter C. Pritchard across 
the mountains into the state of Bun- 
combe. Jete had been roller-boy and 
office “devil” for George Greham, pub- 
lisher of The Jonesboro Flag, but when 
he struck “the land of the sky” he took 
on higher ambitions. He climbed 
through the degrees from a revenue 
raider to a lawyer’s license and then 
pushed onward until in less than twen- 
ty-five years he found himself in the 
senate of the United States! 

His career in that body has not been 
brilliant by any means. His abilities 
are of the commonplace order and 
his grasp of national questions no 
larger than that of the average 
southern republican politician. Up 
to date he has been as harm- 
less as he was helpless. Being 
void of the sense to make a statesman 
he was also void of the skill to become 
a marplot and a peril.

STOP BUILDERS 


Roberts Objected to Erection 
of Fence and Shot at 
Contractor. 


DISPUTE OVER PROPERTY 
LINES WAS THE CAUSE 


Real Estate Company and Roberts Go 
Into Court To Have the Question 
Settled—Judge Lumpkin Is- 
sues Temporary’ Re- 
straining Order. 


The erection of a fence about certain 
property claimed by the Atlanta Real 
Estate Company in Oakland City came 
near causing a tragedy at that place 
Monday afternoon about 5 o'clock. 
Marion L. Roberts, a well-known citizen 
of Oakland, who objected to the work 
because, so he claimed, the fence would 
completely cut him off from the street, 
fired one shot from a winchester rifle at 
Alonzo F. Lee, a member of the firm of 
D. J. Lee & Bro., who had tne contract 
for building the fence. 

Contractor Lee stated. that the ball 
passed very close to his head. Roberts 
was caught by one of the workmen, but 
he made no effort to use the gun again. 
So far as ean be learned no warrant has 
been sworn out against Roberts, but to a 
member of the county police force yes- 
terday morning Mr. Lee said he intend- 
ed bringing the matter to the ,attention 
of the grand jury, which will meet on the 
morning of the 23d. 

Chief A. Q. Turner and several of his 
men went to Oakland City yesterday 
morning, but as Lee swore out no war- 
rant or appeared desirous of prosecut- 
ing the case no steps were taken to ar- 
rest Roberts. The shooting caused con- 
siderable excitement in the immediate 
neighborhood. 

Controversy Over Property. 

The controversy over the ownership of 
the land about which the fence was be- 
ing erected is now in the courts, injunc- 
tion suits having been filed in the su- 
perior court yesterday morning by both 
sides. Mrs. Martha E. Roberts, wife vf 
the man who did the shooting, seeks to 
enjoi:. the Atlanta Real Estate Company 
from continuing the work of building the 
fence in so far as it affects her place and 
the Atlanta Real Estate Company has in- 
stituted proceedings to prevent Roberts 
from tearing down the fence. 

Judge Lumpkin issued a temporary re- 
straining order in each instance enjoin- 
ing the parties at interest from changing 
the status of the case and set a hearing 
for the I17th. 

It is said that after the shooting Mon- 
day afternoon Roberts had part of the 
fence torn down and the workmen re- 
turned yesterday morning to replace it. 
The mayor of Oakland City communli- 
cated with Forrest Adair, who is agent 
for the Atlanta Real «Estate Company. 
and asked that the work be discontinued 
uml; the dispute over the ownership of 
the land should be settled. The workmen 
Were accordingly withdrawn. 

The real estate company claims that, 
under an old deed, it is the owner of a 
lot of 4.84 acres in Oakland and sought 
to protect the property from encroach- 
ment by fencing it in. The company 
avers that the fence which was being 
built was not upon the Roberts property, 
but upon its own land. Mrs. Roberts. on 
the other hand, sets forth that she is the 
owner of property situated 40 feet from 
the right of way the Central railway 
on Whitehal) avenue in Oakland City and 
charged that the Atlanta Real Estate 
Company sought to inclose the street 'n 
front of her dwelling. If the work was 
allowed to continue, she alleged, her 
property would be cut off from the 
street. :

CAPTAIN W. M. CRIM DIES 


He Wore Police Zniform for Twenty 
| One Years. 


DETAILED ON NOTED CASES 


An Escort of Policemen Appointed 
by Captain Jennings To Attend 
the Funeral This Afternoon.

Captain William M. Crim, one of the 
oldest and best known members of the 
police force, died yesterday morming at 
6:15 o'clock at the Grady hospital. Captain 
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OFZ*ICER “BILLY” CRIM, 


Whose ry Occurred Yesterday 
at Grady Hospital. 
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Crim was taken to the hospital Monday 
from the police station, where he was 
suddenly stricken ill. 

The cause of his death is said to have 
been paralysis. Captain Crim was dis- 
covered on the third floor of the police 
station shortly after noon Monday roam- 
ing about in an unconscious condition. 
He was sent to the hospital, but the ef- 
forts of the physiclans were futile and he 
continued to sink. His condition grad- 
ually grew worse until yesterday morn- 
ing, when he breathed his last. 

Captain Crim was popular and w 

ell liked by his brother officers. He ha 
worn the blue uniform for twenty-one 
years and during that time won many 
warm personal friends. 

He was a brave and conscientious offi- 
cer and was never known to flinch when 
duty commanded. His name has been 
connected with some of the biggest cases 
in the history of the police department 
and his work always commended him 
highly to his superior officers. 

He became a member of the Atlanta 


| police department March 1, 1880, during 


the administration of General Tige An- 
derson as chief of police. For three years 
he was a member of the detective de- 
partment and did creditable work. Dur- 
ing the term of the late Chief Connally, 
the deceased was promoted to the posi- 
tion,of captain. At the time of his death 
he was custodian of the police station, 
having been given that. place owing to 
his failing health. 

The deceased is survived by his wife 
and two children, Edward and Miss May 
Crim. The son ig en route here from New 
Orleans to attend the funeral. Mrs. Crim 
was formerly Miss Cecilia Adamson, 
daughter of A. Q. Adamson. . 

The body was taken to the undertaking 
parlors of H. M. Patterson and later re- 
moved to the residdnce, 369 Hill street.

Charter Revision Committee 
Takes Up City Limits. 
Question, | 


VARIOUS DISTRICTS ALL 
ENTER STRONG PROTESTS 


Committee Meets Again Thursday, 
and Final Acfion Mav Be Taken 
at That Time on Proposed 
Extension—Committee 
Divided. 


There was an important meeting of the 
charter ‘revision committee yesterday af- 
ternoon in council chamber te take up 
the matter of extending the city limits. 
The matter was not finally disposed of, 
but a number of citizens were heard from 
who objected to being taken in. There 
were so many present to protgst against 
the extension that the time of the com- 
mittee was taken up in hearing from 
them, and there were no speeches Yhade 


in favor of extension. 

When the committee adjourned, it ad- 
journed to meet again tomorrow (Thurs. 
day) afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, and with 
the understanding that no more outsiders 
were to be heard from, as all seemed to 
have been heard, and the members of 
the committee will discuss the matter 
between themselves and then take some 
action on the report of*the subcommittee, 
which ig in favor of extension. 

When the committee met yesterday af- 
ternoon there was a large majority of 
After the reading 


of the minutes the secretary read the re- 
port of the subcommittee in regard to 
extension. This report hag been published 
in full in The Constitution and illustrated 
by maps showing the property proposed 
to be taken in. 

Captain J. W. English said that he be- 
lieved that those only who were prop- 
erty owners in the territory to be affect- 
ed should be given 4ll the time that they 
wanted. 

Cc. C. Houston opposed this and sald 
that he did not believe that any property 
qualifications should be put on the mat- 


ter. 

Captain English clared that those 
who had money i rests were the only 
ones to be affected by the taking in of 
any particular section, but that if any 
renter wanted to speak against the n- 
eral proposition of extens!on he should he 
heard. After some debate the resolution 
offered by Captain English was carried. 

May Run for Mayor. 

One important feature of the debate on 
this subject was the statement made br 
Mayor Pro Tem. Harvey Johnson, in 
which. he intimated that he would be a 
candidate for mayor at the next election. 
Mr. Johnson said in support of the mo- 
tion of Captain English: ‘‘I may be a 
candidate for mayor myself at the next 
election; but I do not belleve that every 
man in the county should be heard from 
just as long as he wants to speak.”’ This 
remark was made in reply to the argu- 
ment of Frank P. Rice, who desired to 
let the debate be unlimited. 

Harvey Johnson’s announcement was 
greeted with applause, both from the 
audience and from the committee. It was 
finally decided not to limit speakers. 

Colonel W. H. Hulsey was the first 
speaker to address the committee. He 
came with a petition signed by the citi- 
zens of Reynoldstown protesting against 
annexation. The petition was signed by 
fifty residents, who asked to be left 1s 
they were and not taken in the city. He 
said that the people he represented knew 
that the city had the power to take them 
in, but that they were going to fight it 
tg the last ditch. He said that if they 
were taken in they would want their 
money’s worth. 


North Atlanta Heard From. 


The next speaker was Jack J. Spalding, 
who spoke for the citizens of North At- 
lanta. Mr. Spalding said that it was the 
first time he had been called on to make 
a defense of a case before the case was 
made out. He said he recognized that 
there was strong prejudice against the 
section he represented and a strong sen- 
timent that wanted to take them in with- 
out giving any good reason for it. He 
said the citizens of North Atlanta would 
be glad to come in when the time came, 
but that they did not think that time had 
arrived. He strongly intimated that the 
committee in drawing the new lines for 
the city had done so with a view of leay- 
ing out the sewers that they should have 
to take care of. He ridiculed the new 
limits and said that they should have 
been drawn so as to take in all alike. He 
said-that there was no reason at this time 
why new territory should be added to 
the city, declaring that the city could not 
give the service to the new terrtiory that 
it would demand without losing money. 
Mr. Spalding brought out the fact that 
it was the first time the city had depart- 
ed from the regular circular boundary 
without the request of those who were to 
be taken in. e said that the circular 
line at Inman Park had been broken be. 
cause the people out there wanted it 
broken. At this point he was interrupted 
by Joel Hurt, who stated that such was 
not the case and that he desired to correct 
Mr. Spalding because he knew that he 
would not intentionally make such a 
mistake. At this point.Wylie Pope w-nt- 
ed to know of Mr. Spalding how many of 
the citizens of North Atlanta made their 
livings inside the city. Mr. Spgiding ad- 
mitted that all of them did, but he could 
net see why the city wanted to take them 
n. 

‘We want to take you in because you 
do not want to come in,’’ declared Mr. 
Pope, ‘“‘the very fact that you do not 
want to come in shows that there is some 
good reason why you should do go.” 
This remark caused a good deal of laugh- 
ter among the members of the com- 
mittee. 


Benefits from the City. 


Captain (English interrupted at this 
point and said that while Mr. Spalding’s 
argument was a good one against ex- 
tension in general, that he wanted to 
know some reason why that particular 
section should not be brought in. Cap- 
tain English said, “North Atlanta has 
received greater benefits from the coun- 
ty at the expense of the city than all 
the rest of the county put together’ and 
we want to know why you should ob- 
ject to coming in and paying your part.” 

Mr. Spalding then brought his argu- 
ment to a close with the proposition 
that if the city wanted to take his sec- 
tion in and give it what the residents 
would be entitled to, that it would be 
a losing proposition for the city. |

Aine Southern rajlway operations is not 
that the Southern is endeavoring to 
parallel the Knoxville, LaFollette and 
Jellico or to prevent the construction of 
that road, but that it is endeavoring to 
get into the Mingo coal flelds by building 
up Yellow Creek valley from Jellico. 
The Knoxville, LaFoljette and Jellico will 
have te be crossed at one or more places 


if this is done. 

It is understood that the Louisville and 
Nashville is aleo equally anxious to get 
up the Yellow Creek valley or to keep 
the Southern out of the Mingo field if 
possible. 

More men are being sent to the Jellico 
section presumably to put te work on 
the construction and more engineers, 
representing both systems, are being hur- 
ried to the field. The situation is summed 
up’ as follows: 


The Situation Summed Up. 


‘The Tiouisville and Nashville owns the 
tunnel at Cumberland Gap through 
which the Southern railway reaches Mid- 
dlesboro from Knoxville. The Louisville 
and Nashville also owns the Middlesboro 
belt line to the Mingo district at Cumber- 
land Gap and can keep the Southern from 
connecting with this field with the Knox- 
ville, Cumberland -— and Louisville. 

Unable to enter at this point the South- 
ern is forced to run out from Jellico, up 
Yellow Creek valley to Mingo, but in or- 
der to do this the Southern will have to 
cross the Knoxville, LaFollette and Jel-. 
lico somewhere about “‘The Narrows,”’ 3 
miles south of Jellico, or at Big Creek 
Gap, near there. The new road is not 
only working a large force of men at 
these vital points, but is making sur- 
veys up Yellow Creek valley toward Min- 
go to kéep out the Southern. 

Men and implements continue to be 
rushed to Jellico, Middlesboro and La- 
Follette from Knoxville. Rival forces of 
workmen are at work near Clearfork, 
being now about a mile apart. “~

Negro Question Finally Solved 
at Biennial Gathering 


MRS, LOWE PRAISED bY 
SIDES TO CONTROVERSY 


Massachusetts Club Women See Plans 
on Which They Have Been at 
Work for Two Years Go 
Down Before Big Vote 
of Convention.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 7, 1 a. m.—The 
nominating committee, after five hours’ 
secret session tonight, decided to place 
one ticket before the convention, headed 
by Mrs. Denison, of New York, for presi- 
dent; Mrs. Robert Burdette, Pasadena, 
first vice president; Mrs. Emma Fox, 
Detroit, second vice president; Mrs. W. 
P. Coad, of South Dakota, recording 
secretary. 

Los Angeles, Cal.. May 6.—GSpecial.)— 
Antabsolute landslide for the south took 
place today at the federation of women. 
Exclusionists again scored. 

During the session Jane Addams, of 
Chicago, claimed the floor. The president 
ruled her out of order, but amid great 
excitement she made the motion to ac- 
cept the negro element, which was sec- 
onded. -So clever, ,was President Low*’s 
ciplomacy that Jane Addams commented 
with grandest enconiums on the presi- 
dent's impartiality, which won for the 
president everlasting fame. 

Mrs. Platt-Decker, of Denver, presiden’ 
temporarily, showed similar qualities and 
her election as president is practically 
assured. After the most animated discus 
sion the convention has experienced, Niss 
Addams’ motion was crushed, and the 
negro problem is settled. 

Southern women are being given a round 
of receptions today by Dawehters of the 
Confederary. 

Last evening Mrs. Lowe dined with 
Governor O'Dell, of New York, being 
toasted by Dr. Tanner and also Governor 
Gaze. 

Eastern Delegates Defeated. 

Today may be chronicled as the day 
when Massachusetts club women saw the 
plans for which they have been fight- 
ing two years go down before the vote of 
the national federation. The effort to 
down the individual club as a step to- 
ward reorganization through state fed- 
erations failed, and the plan to reduce the 
per capita tax from 10 to 6 cents was 
snowed under. The dispatch with which 
the three issues were defeate:?, in the 
midst of intense excitemnt on both sides, 
was a matter of surprise, even to the 
delegates who aided in the result. 

There is no element of bitterness in the 
defeat and the union of the south and 
the north, ag far as the women’s clubs 
are concerned, promises to stay cemented 


for some time. 
Massachusetts was first obliged to bow

“The success of the southern forces at 
Los Angeles is no surprise to those who 
have been for two years carefully study- 
ing the situation and_industriously 
spreading, from Maine to California, the 
propagandism of the southern point of 
view. 

“It must be, however, a distinct grati- 
fication to every southern man and 
woman that the country’s indorsement 
of the southern view should have come 
in the nature of a landslide. Nine-tenths 
is a large majority to secure on any 
mooted question. 

“The statu quo of the by-laws after 
the passage of our amendment is some- 
thing like this: All clubs in the world 
are eligible to the genera] federation, 
but so many checks are thrown about the 
actual admission of any club that no 
negro club can hope to pass them all 
and secure admission to the national 
body. 

“This was the point made against the 
substitute amendment by the Massa-

“It is palpably incorrect, by the way, 
to speak of the winning amendment as

“Too much honor cannot be accorded 
by the entire south to the able captains 
who so cleverly and tirelessly have ‘la- 
bored to achieve for us this magnificent 
Success. 

_ Upon our state president, Mrs. A. O. 
Granger, and our ex-president, Mrs. J. 
Lindsay Johnson, have fallen the rigors 
of the campaign: to them should go un- 


‘stintedly the honors of victory.” 


“The recent proceedings of the national 
convention of Woman's Clubs at Los An- 
geles, in regard to the admission of col- 
ored clubs, was a decided victory for the 
southern forces in the mere forma! addi- 
tion of certain by-laws to the constitu- 
tion.”” was the expression of Mrs. Ed- 
ward Brown.

MAY HEAT RECORDS BROKEN. 


Not Since Weather Bureau Started 
Have Early May Days Been So 
Warm—Cooler Today. 


The hottest weather that has ever pre- 

vailed in Atlanta, at this time of year, 
Since the weather bureau was established, 
has been scorching the residents of this 
city since Sunday. On Sunday the maxi- 
mum temperature registered was 92 de- 
grees. This smashed all records, and on 
Monday the mercury hovered around 
near 98 degrees, 
, Since tabs ‘have been kept on the weath- 
er in Atlanta the thermometer has never 
reached the 90 mark before the 13th of 
May, and only twice has the 13th of May 
been scorched with that temperature, in 
1881 and 1886. Up to the last two or three 
days, for fifteen years the thermometer 
has not been as high as 90 earlier than 
the 15th of May. The average maximum 
temperature for the month of May is 79 
degrees, and during the past few days 
the temperature in Atlanta has gone as 
high as #8 degrees above this point. 

Today it is likely that the me&cury will 
take a drop. It may only fall 2 or 3 de- 
grees and yet it is not unlikely that the 
change will be great enough to make 
things more comfortable. 

There is no rain in sight, and none is 
likely, with the possible exception of 
showers, which cannot be reckoned with 
accurately until they actually put in an 
appearance.
